_NO NEW TAXATION. 


OVER SIX-AND-A-HALF MILLIONS FOR 
PUBLIC WORKS. 


Record Revenue and Expenditure. 


‘Twill be increased 


General Financial Situation Reviewed. 


‘At the meeting of tbe"Lerislative Council held this afternoo , 
His Excellency the Governor delivered the anvual Budget Speech 
on the first reading of the Supply Bilt for 1922—"'a Bill intituled an 
Ordinance to apply asum not exceeding $16,450,131 to the public 
service of the year 1922.~ At today’s meeting the Bill was only 
formally moved and seconded and His Excellescy addressad the 
Council. The second reading and the Ciscussion of the measure by 
tie Unofficial Members will take place at a subsequent meeting. 

Main Features of the Budget. 
His Excellency’s speech is given fully below, the maia poincs

The rerenup for the current year will be, roushls, 3 million acd 
3 quarter more than it was expected to be and the expenditure about 
a milion and & quarter less than was expected. Instead of spend- 
ing neatly five million on public worka this year it is expected that 
the sum will be $3,307,500. 

‘The iacressed revenue expected next year is largely due to lang 
sales. which inclades the large sum recently realised on the Old Pos: 
Office site. It is also expected to get more money from Assessed 
taxes, liquor duties, stamp daties, tobacco duties. postage, railway, 
rents, interest, and conservancy contracts. Less money is expected 
next sear frpm the Opium Monopoly. Small decresses are expected 
“rom China Companies Fees, engagemeat and discharge of seamen.

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The staff at the Treasury has 
been stightly increased to cope 
with the additional work, and 
there is a considerable increase 
in the clerical salaries owing to 
the ravision. 


Harbour Master’s Department: 


In the Harbour Master's Do- 
partment, a few additional posts 
have bean found necessary, and 
it is anticipated that the revenue 
thereby: In 
this department, the rotes under 
Other Charges for Coal. Repairs 
and Stores for Launches have 
been increased by the transfer to 
the vote of amonnts previously 
paid by the Medical and Pri-on 
Departments in connection with 
their launches.” The Harbour 
Department’ will for the future 
take charge of the running of 
thesa launches, and it is expect- 
ed that greater efficiency will 
result. Provision has further 
bean made under special expen- 
diture for the purchase of a new 
Isunch for the Department to 
replace “ H.D.2 "and for making 
certain changes in the lights a! 
Greeo Islan’.’ Gap Rock and 
Waglan. 


Imports and’ Exports Office. 


In the Imports and Exports 
Department provision has been 
made for additional staff, in- 
cluding four additional Revenue 
Officers and ten Chinese Revenue 
Officers. The sitesm launch 
attached to this Department is br 
an exchange with the Police 
Department, being replaced by a 
motor laanch. which will cost the 
Department less totun. Purchas 
of Raw Opium is estimited at 
$250,000 less than in 1921. Under 
other charges a sum of $4,000 bas 
been ineluded for liquor labels. 
The Superintendent expects by 
this system to simplify the detec- 
tion of persons who evade the 
liquor duties. 


Miscellaneous Services. 


Under Miscellaneous Services 
on paze 30. Honourable Members 
will find the followiog changes of 
importance. $1,700 has been added 
to the Bathing Beaches vote to 
provide for the additional beach 
atSsonecutters. Tae vote for tre 
University is made up of the 
annual granc of $50,000, $.16,900 
interest at 6 per cent. on the out- 
standing balance of $690,040 cf 
the Government contribution and 
a further instalment of $100,000 
to be paid at the end of the year. 
A suco of $5,000 has been inserted 
for the first time for the running 
expenses of Government motor 
cars. The $100,000 provided in 
1921 a3 special allowance on 
salaries disappears with the 
revision o: salaries provided for 
elsewbere. 


Police Department. 


The large increase both in 
Personal Emoluments and other 
charges in the Police Department 
ig mainly dus to the fall in 
exchange, there being ‘a 
large establishment —~ of 
European officers on sterling 


salaries, The caly other 
increase of importance is due to 
the provision of an additional 
Harbour Launch, and the trans- 
fer of astdam fauoch from the 
Imports and Exports Department 
in exchange for a motor boat, 
These changes have necessitated 
increase both in Personal 
Emoluments and is the. items of 
coal; repaire,.etc., for launches. 
It has also been necessary to 
replace a wormout launch by a 
new launch. Hence the provision 
for two new lsunches under 
Special Expenditure. Provision 
has aleo been mede in Special 
Expeditare for two additional 
search lights, These are intended 
for t-vo of the four lerge cruising 
launches of which one hasalready 
been provided with a search 
lights It is intended to provide 
the cost of a search light for 
the remaining lavoch io the 
Estimates for 1923. 


Fire Brigade. 


In connection with the re 
organisation of the Fire’ Brigade 
as recommended in sessional 
“paper No.7 of .1921, it has been 
thought advisable to separate 
the Police Department and Fire 
Brigade entirely in the Estimates

Estimates for the construction of 
the building: and it is anticipat- 
ed that this Department will be 
working during part of next year. 
The increased cost of medical ap- 
pliances and of materials gen- 
erally accounts for the increase 
under other charges on the 
Medical Department. > 

‘Sanitary Department. 

{nthe Sanitary Department, a 
total increase of $15,922 results 
from the additional staff required 
to cope with the increase of the 
‘city and the consequent exten-| 
sion of the Dspartment’s activ 
tiea. A number of pudlic works 
have bean included ‘im Public} 
Works & xtraordinary on 
o: the: Department, eg. Bath- 
nonses, Dust-stations,. Catile: 
Depot asd small markets. Tov 
Department also requires 3 now} 
steam launch and refuse jupks 
which have been  insertec 
asitems of Special Expenditure:

The 
vote far Brushwood clearing has 
been increased by $2,500 to make 
provision for the clearing of 
larger areas adjoining houses and 
roads in connection with the 
campaign against — mosquitoes 
organised by the Sanitary Board. 
This work has necessitated 
various small increases in the 
staff of the Department also. 

Education Department.”

an increase of $62,837 ia provided 
for subsidies to Vernacular 
Schools. This is ia some degree 
compensated for by 8. reduction 
‘of $18,667 in the item “Capitation 
Grants.”

Interesting Lecture 
. Miss Pitts.

In conclusion, she suggested 
that some form of compulsory 
education should be adepted, She 
did not ask for toc much bead- 
work oz manual Isbour but some- 
thing which would ensble them to 
earn their livings whenthey grew 
up and make it posible for them to 
live decent Christian lives.

U. S. Minister to China 

Forecasts Important Results. 

Mr. Jacob Gould Schurmsn 
American Minister to China, in 
apeaking before the Trentsin 
Chamber af Commerce on the 13h 
jost, emphasized two points—the 
part played in China by Ameri- 
can business men andthe at- 
titude of the United States in the 
coming conference at Wasbing- 
ton. In regatd to the Jatterhe con- 
tradieted the reparts thatit would 
“agreement for de- 
predation”. and asserted bis con- 
fident belief thar the most im- 
portant result -of the conterence 
would. be the renewed defiotition 
and application of the principles 
of China political and territorial 
integrity and of the “Open 
Door” policy.

Mr. Schurman next spoke of 
the Amencan business man in 
China pointing ont since 1900 
customs returns show a ten fold 
increase of ‘Chinese-American 
trade.

THE NEED OF CO-OPERATION. 

Mr. Sehurmsn stressed the 
necessity of co-operation between 
these business men in advancing 
American interests in general, 
and more particularly the need 
for still further co-operation be- 
tween American and Chinase. 
The substantial developments in 
Chinese-American enterprises 
and increasing aumber of 
these jointcancerns showed, as he 
pointed oat, a very hopeful sign. 
After commenting on the 
difficulties attendant upon such 
organizations he added that inhis 
opinion,“ the pioneers who are 
now successfully working out this 
idee of co-operation are confer- 
ring a signal service on Chineae- 
American trade and Chinese- 
Americen relations generally.” 

Taking “as his final topic the 
question of the relations between 
China and the United States with 
specia! reference to the Washing- 
ton Conference. the Minister 


stated very forcibly that it was}. 


his personal beliof that tbe result 
of the deliberations in America 
would be renewed insistence upon 
political and territorial integrity 
for China and equal opportanity 
to the trade and commerce of all 
nations. . 

Referring toa recent newspaper 
statement tothe effect that agree- 
reents for farther depredations 
would be arrived at, he said, "I 
ventore to assert that such a pre- 
diction is contradicted by every- 
thing we know about the history 
and purpose of the conference. I 
cannot conceive of any description 
containing more misrepresent- 
ation.” 

AIM OF THE CONFERENCE. . 

The object of the conference he 
defined as “a voluntary meeting of 
equal sovereign states” joining” in 
free and frank discussion with s 
view to reaching s mutually satia- 
factory solution of the problem 
which confronts them all. The 
groat aim is to prevent the clash 
of conflicting interests in the 
Orient, and with this removal of 
the cause of armament to bring 
about a goneral and parmanent 
limitation of armament.” 

The speaker then went on to 
show. that strong and efficient 
government in China being the 
key to the whole sitaation, the 
Powers should Jend to the  Cht- 
nese people suy help that they 
desire. in the -extablishment - of 
such s‘goverament, for it is 
strengthening Chios that -peace 
in the Orient will be secured. He

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OUR BUDGET. 


With many other things happening of late. the public 
of the Colony has not been awaiting the Bodget speech 
this vear with anything like the interest with which it 
‘awaited last year's utterance, though we think that on a 
careful perusal of the speech delivered by His Excelleney 
the Governor to-day public interest in the financial and 
administrative work of the Colony will be revived to its 
mediocre level. There are-certainly one or two matters 
that call for a little thought and comment. One of the 
most satisfactory points in connection with the Colony s 
revenue is that for this year it is going to be considerably 
more than was expected and. without the imposition of! 
any fresh taxation. will be even larger next year. ft must| 
-be acknowledged that a considerable invrease is due to the; 
sale of Crown Lands, but it must not be overlooked that 
"the selling of this land adds yearly revenue to the Govern- 
ment in the matter of Crown Rent as well as tending to 
increase the amount derived frum assessed taxation. 

When last year's Budget was presented it was estimat- 
ed that the Colony would be run for. the vear i921 ata 
considerable loss, whereas in actual fact we shall finish up 
with a profit on the year's working of something like 
$50U.00U. This is due to the Government not having been 
able to carry out many of the works proposed. And we 
find that in estimating for the.year to come the Govern- 
ment contemplates spending sometbing like $3,000,000 

_ wore than it will get—in other ‘words, it hopes to receive 
the record sum of $17,276,260 acd spend to the extent of 
the hitherty unknown Agure of M20.U07.50, or over 
84.00.0090 more than it will he spending this year. 
Such hove figures as these indicate the rapid . growtb| 
of the Colony, for it is only nevessary to poiat out 
that in 1920 the spendings were around the 1+ 
millions mark. His Excelleney quite honestly pointed 
out that it was easily possivle that the Government 
would not spend anything like the $6,611,300 allowed 
for Public Works Extraordinary. owing to the necessity

of starting, much of .a year's work towards the end of the 
twelremonths, and in this connection we would like to 
emphasise what we said the other day. namely, that it is a 
little false to budget oma big scale and act ona much 
stnaller one. Instead of the Government promising us this

- Tust be increased to cope with it all. and then explainiog 
why so much of the work could not be done, we think it 
would be much better if the work planoed for an incoming 
ear were kept to a reasonable limit having some hope of 
being accomplished.

It is stated 
that the House of — Lords 
jidgment “means the doom 
ef betting by cheque,” as it 
doubtless does in reference to the 
bulk of- such transactions, but 
this Toes.not necessarily entail 
any large diminution ‘in the 
volume of betting. The postal 
Tari offices, which bave usually 
insisted ‘“opon bank-notes or 
postal orders, will probably go oa 
much the same; except that 
clients too will now fosist upon 
that form of remittance. By 
the way, where is the logic in 
making betting “by cheque” 
illegal? Possibly this simply 
happened to be the mode of pay- 
ment in the particular cese.

Legislative Coundil there. was 
faid upon the table the report 
of the Committes appointed to 
anquire into the conditions of the 
industrial empléy ment of children 
in Hongkong, and the desirability - 
and feasibility of legistation for 
the regulation of such employ- 
mant. . ; 

The: Committee, which was 
composed of the Hon. Mr. 5. B.C. 
Rosa, (Secretary for Chinese 
Affairs), Mr. Chow Shou-son, Mr. 
Li Ping, Dr. G W._McKenny, 
Miss Pitts and the Rev, 3. R. 
Wells, held several meetings and 
took evidence from representa: 
tives of factories. 

The report is an extremely 
lengthy and comprehensive one 
for which we can Bnd na room 
todas bat the findings and 
recommendations are to the effect 
that all employers of children , 
should be compelléd to register 
them, that no ecbild (Chinese) 
under 11 yeats of age should be 
employed in any factory or in 
any form of casual labour, that 
hours of work should not exceed 
34 hoara per week, that no child 
should wort for more than five 
hours cossecatively and: that 
they be given one day's rest in 
saveno. No child should ba 
employed between the - hours 
of 7 pm. and 6 am. half 
time work should be encou- 
raged; no child should be 
employed in glass ‘factories or in 
engineering works on the work of 
boiler chipping or in dangerous 
trades; employers should provide 
accommodation for meals and 
rest and sanitary conveniences; 
and inspectors shonld be appoiat- 
ed to see that regulations sre 
| ecomptied with. . 

The Committee expressed its
